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Bomb hoax man 
will not faco Jail

PARANOID psychotic beliefs 
centred on his working-class 
background led a Burwell man 
to plant a hoax bomb in a 
microwave, a court heard. 

Cambridge’s East Road was shut for six 
hours and Anglia Ruskin University was 
evacuated, as were 30 companies on the site 
of the hoax bomb in Wellington House, after 
Robert Baker, of Toyse Lane, planted the 
device at his workplace. 

But he will not spend time behind bars 
after the city's Crown court was told the 28- 
year-old, who has a “long and troubled 
history” of mental health difficulties, had 
been taken off medication by a doctor prior 
to the incident, which resulted in a relapse 
on September 26 last year. 

Hugh Vass, prosecuting, told the court a 
solicitor on his lunch break noticed the 
microwave had been tampered with and 
raised the alarm. 

Mr Vass said: “When the RAF bomb 
disposal experts arrived, they noticed the 
device was capable of causing a small, 
modest explosion and, had it been filled 
with accelerant, would have caused a 
serious explosion and widespread damage 
and a threat to human life.”

The device, right, was made 
out of copper wiring taped to a 
glass bottle along with shards 
of plastic and a white powder. A 
timer device was also plugged 
in to the mains power supply. 

Baker pleaded guilty to 
placing a hoax bomb with 
intent at a previous hearing. 

In mitigation, William Carter 
said Baker had been taken off 
medication by a doctor prior to 
the incident which resulted in a 
psychotic lapse. 

Baker’s former employer said 
while medicated Baker was 
punctual and a key part of the 
team but colleagues noticed a 
decline, the court heard. 

Judge Gareth Hawkesworth 
said Baker had a “long and 
troubled history” of mental 
health difficulties, including 
schizophrenia. 

He said: “On the day in 
question, having constructed it 
with some care, you placed a 
device in a microwave at your 
place of work so as to make it 
seem as if the microwave had 
been turned into a bomb. 

“I accept that you didn’t add 
anything to the device to make 
it dangerous and that it was not 
your intention to do so. 

“You have paranoid 
psychotic beliefs that you are 



being held back by others 
because of your working class 
background and this was an act 
of hostility and revenge against 
your perceived but ill-defined 
persecutors. 

“You were not entirely 
culpable as you were under the 
influence of an illness that was 
not in your control.” 

Judge Hawkesworth made 
Baker the subject of a mental 
health treatment order for two 
years with supervision, and 
gave him a jail sentence of nine 
months, suspended for two 
years. 


10 cars on fire at scrapyard 


A BLAZE broke out at a 
scrapyard during the early 
hours of yesterday. 

Firefighters found 10 cars on 
fire close to fuel storage tanks 
when they arrived at Scrapco, 
in The Carrops, Red Lodge, just 
after 4.30am. 

Two crews from Newmarket, 
one from Mildenhall, Bury St 


Edmunds, a water carrier from 
Newmarket and a command 
unit and support pump from 
Ixworth spent more than two 
hours tackling the fire. 

It was contained in an 
industrial skip and an onsite 
crane was used to remove 
items from within it. The cause 
was unknown yesterday.

A WOMAN is believed to have 
been shot with a pellet fired from 
an air rifle in Newmarket. 

The 34-year-old victim 
suffered the minor leg wound in 
an alley leading from St Mary’s 
Square to Icewell Hill between 
6.40pm and 7pm on Saturday.

WHEELS have been set in 
motion towards improving 
Newmarket train station. 

Passengers’ groups the Mid Anglia 
Rail Passengers Association (Marpa) 
and Railfuture East Anglia attended a 
site visit at the station with 
representatives of the train operator 
Greater Anglia, station volunteers and 
three councils last Thursday. 

Ross Taylor, Marpa’s secretary, said 
it had been a positive first meeting. He 
added: “Without exception, everybody 
appreciated that there is work to be 
done.” 

Another meeting is expected to be 
held before the end of the month 
where the parties will discuss action 
that could be taken to improve the 
station and how to foot the bill.

Mr Taylor said: “There are funding 
issues but I think everybody agreed for 
such an important town and the 
gateway to the town that it looked 
quite a bad station, so more work is to 
be done.” 

Among the improvements the 
passengers’ groups want to see are a 
bigger car park, a better information 
screen, a lengthened platform, more 
space for cyclists to leave their bikes 
securely and improved shelters to 
accommodate most of the people 
waiting for trains at busy times. 

Mr Taylor said: “It’s a positive start 
and hopefully not too many more 
meetings but a few positive meetings 


and we can get something done.” 

Network Rail is expected to clear 
some of the length of the station’s 
platform to accommodate three- 
carriage trains. 

A Greater Anglia spokeswoman said: 
“We were pleased to meet with 
representatives from the Mid Anglia 
Rail Passengers Association, Railfuture 
and the local authorities at 
Newmarket Station last week. 

“As a result of a very positive 
discussion, we've agreed to assess 
with the interested parties 
improvements that could be made at 
the station and to the associated local 
area. 

“We will also seek to identify the 
costs and what possible sources of 
funding there may be for the proposed 
improvements.”

Bethaney volunteered for Care 
UK in Newmarket over the summer 
and when a pupil at Burrough 
Green Primary School and Linton 
Village College, she would always 
comfort classmates who were 
upset. 



Her family said: “With Bethaney, 
if you became her friend you were a 
friend for life. It’s nice for us to see 
the many messages on Facebook 
from people she knew, not just old 
friends but new people who had 
only met her the once. 

“But that was her - once you saw 
Beth’s smile it made you feel good. 
Bethaney and her sister Shari used 
to play a game when they were 
young, they would go and look at 
the most miserable people and 
smile to see if they would smile 
back, every time they got a smile.” 

Natasha Wells, one of the many 
people who left messages on 
Bethaney’s Facebook page, said: 
“You will never know how many 
people’s lives you touched and 
what a huge impact you’ve had on 
those lucky enough to have met 
you. Sleep well Bethaney.”

Witnesses told police they had heard 
a loud bang which sounded like the 
breaking of glass and then saw two 
men in balaclavas carrying baseball 
bats run round the back of the 
business. 

A silver car was then spotted 
speeding away from the scene in the 
direction of Newmarket. 

Mr Darkins, who has worked at Wests 


for seven years, said staff at the small 
business had had to spend most of the 
day after the break-in putting things 
straight. 

He said: “It’s just a lot of clearing up 
for nothing, really. That’s the trouble. 
What can I say? But apparently they 
were dressed in black balaclavas and 
had baseball bats, that’s what I have 
been told. Not people you would want 
to stop anyway, by the sound of it.” 

West’s reopened as normal on Friday 
in spite of the break-in.

SPORTS facilities have been 
launched which promise to 
bring together the gener¬ 
ations in Mildenhall. 

West Suffolk MP Matthew 
Hancock officially opened the 
£80,000 project involving a multi¬ 
use games area, outdoor gym 
equipment, climbing facilities, 
picnic benches and a youth 
shelter in Recreation Way on 
Friday 

The Mildenhall Community 
Partnership (MCP) has been 
working on the project for four 
and a half years. 

David Bowman, chairman of the 
community group, said the 
facilities will give people the 
chance to mix. 

He said: “You need to integrate 
rather than segregate. It will bring 
the generations together. We are 
going to see toddlers there and 
parents and grandparents and 
older youth there.” 

While under-12s in Mildenhall 
have a play area, Mr Bowman said 
there was previously little for 


teenagers to do. 

He said: “There’s nothing much 
for older children. We felt we 
needed something else. You can’t 
blame kids for going off the rails if 
there’s nothing to do.” 

MCP had started by surveying 
the town’s youth to get their 
backing for the project and it was 
18 months before a grant 
application bore fruit. 

The Big Lottery Fund set the

ball rolling with an injection of 
£49,999 and organisations 
including Forest Heath District 
Council and the Suffolk 
Foundation followed suit. 

Another £3,500 sustainability 
grant has just been promised by 
the lottery fund to resource the 
Street Sports programme, which 
offers free activities for young 
people in the town and to train 
volunteers to keep the initiative 
going in the future. 

Building work on the 
project started in October 
and the facilities opened 
for businesses in January. 
They are free, open 24/7 
and are already being put 
through their paces. 

Mr Bowman said: “It is 
being very well used 
considering we had not 
announced it is there yet.”

‘Dreams’ led man 
to harass woman 


A FORMER supermarket 
worker harassed a 
colleague for more than 
six years because his 
dreams told him to, a 
court heard. 

“Delusional” Marcello 
Scalpello turned up at Laura 
Davidson’s house and then 
drove his car in the direction 
of her father after being told 
to leave, Cambridge Crown 
Court heard on Friday. 

The 36-year-old, of George 
Lambton Avenue, New¬ 
market, pleaded guilty to 
breaching a restraining order 
and dangerous driving on 
December 28 last year in St 
Thomas’s Road, Cambridge. 

Scalpello told police he had 
“suggestions in his sleep” 
telling him to go and see Ms 
Davidson, who he used to

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work with at Tesco in the 
city’s Cheddars Lane. 

Charles Snelling, prosec¬ 
uting, told the court the pair 
worked together in 2005 and 
he asked Ms Davidson out on 
a date. He said: “From the 
outset she said no but he 
continued to ask. 

“In 2007 he left Tesco but 
would continue to come back 
and ask for her. He then got 
her email address and sent 
her emails with abusive 
content.” 

In 2007 a harassment order 
was taken out and in 2009 he 
was banned from entering 
Tesco, convicted of harass¬ 
ment and a restraining order 
placed on him. 


Mr Snelling said last 
December Scalpello arrived 
at Ms Davidson’s home 
address. The victim’s mother 
answered the door and called 
for her husband, an angina 
and arthritis sufferer, who 
told Scalpello to leave and 
went out into the road. 

He said: “Scalpello in his 
white car has driven towards 
the central reservation 
without his light on. The 
father believed the vehicle 
had been driven towards him 
and he had to move out of the 
way.” 

The car was travelling “at 
speed” and another car had 
to hit its brakes to avoid 
being hit. 

Mr Snelling added: “He told 
police he had suggestions in 
his sleep telling him to go to 
see her, but he said he doesn’t 


have voices telling him what 
to do.” 

Thomas Brown, mitigating, 
said: “What happened put 
the man at risk but it wasn’t a 
conscious attack.” 

Mr Brown said Scalpello 
suffers with depression and 
takes medication, and 
sometimes exhibits includes 
“bizarre behaviour”. 

Mr Brown said: “He says, 
‘I’m over this and I recognise 
it’s over and what I did was 
delusional and a fantasy. I did 
what I did not to harm but to 
sort things out’.” 

The court heard he was not 
suffering psychotic episodes 
at the time. 

He was remanded in 
custody for further doctors’ 
reports before he is 
sentenced in the week 
commencing May 21.

Caravan park 
owner beaten 


THE owner of a caravan 
park was bludgeoned with a 
lump of wood, a court 
heard. 

James Bryceland dealt “six or 
seven” blows to John Stanford, 
owner of Stanford Caravan Park 
in Burwell, and threatened to kill 
him, Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court was told. 

Bryceland, who now lives in 
Burwell Caravan Park, Swaffham 
Road, pleaded guilty to assault by 
beating and damaging a door on 
March 13. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, 
said 43-year-old Bryceland, who 
is a qualified aircraft interior 
trimmer, lived at Mr Stanford’s 
park for some time last year and 
when he moved in he had little 
money so the owner allowed him 
to stay and pay back money owed 
when he started earning, the 
court was told. 

When Bryceland left he owed 
Mr Stanford £80, she said, and 
when Mr Stanford saw 
Bryceland’s girlfriend working in 
a pet store, he asked her about 
the money.

Ms Mardell said following this 
Bryceland turned up at Mr 
Stanford’s home and rang the 
doorbell. 

She said: “It appeared no one 
was there and he stepped outside 
then a large stick of wood or 
baseball bat type-item came 
down on him. He said “stop 
hassling my wife... I’m going to 
kill you... you’re dead”. 

“Mr Stanford had blood in his 
eye and could barely see... He 
was struck again on the wrist and 
at least three more times as he 
tried to go back into the 
property.” 

There was a young child inside 
who called the police as Mr 
Stanford managed to shut the 
front door. Bryceland then 
smashed glass panes in the door, 
causing more than £1,000 
damage, the court heard. 

In a victim personal statement, 
Mr Stanford said the attack was 
“malicious and unprovoked”. He 
said he was hit six or seven times, 


it was “very painful” and that he 
suffered a black eye with nine 
stitches and bruising to the back, 
shoulders and wrist. 

He added: “This is what I got 
for trying to do someone a good 
deed.” 

Guy Holland, in mitigation, 
said Bryceland disputed owing 
money. Mr Holland said: “He is 
extremely sorry for hitting the 
complainant with the piece of 
wood. He is extremely remorseful 
for what he did.” 

Magistrates gave him a four- 
month prison sentence, 
suspended for 12 months, 
ordered him to pay £1,000 
compensation to Mr Stanford for 
his injuries, £1,000 for damage 
caused, and £85 prosecution 
costs. He must also complete 150 
hours’ unpaid work. 

Presiding magistrate Malcolm 
Kane added: “This was a very 
serious incident. It must have 
been a very frightening assault 
for your victim. 

“It was pre-meditated and you 
used a hefty nasty weapon to 
carry out the attack.”

Fake notes mum

Matthew Gowen, mitigating, 
said Delaney had been “duped” 
when given the notes at a time 
when she was “at the end of her 
tether”. 

The court heard she had kept 
the rest of the money because 
she had not felt she could take it 
to the police. 

Delaney had pleaded guilty to 
two offences of being in 
possession of counterfeit notes 
and was handed a 12-month 


prison sentence suspended for 
two years. 

fudge Peter Thompson told 
her: “You must realise that you 
escape prison by a very narrow 
margin.” 

He sentenced her to a further 
one-month imprisonment 
suspended for two years 
because by committing the 
offences she was in breach of 
two conditional discharges 
imposed for dishonesty.

Pictures on laptop 
land sex offender 
back before court 


A CONVICTED sex offender 
fell foul of the law on a 
technicality when pictures 
of children were discovered 
on his computer, a court 
heard. 

Tudor Owen, 63, was found by 
police to have 23 images of 
under-18s on his laptop, Ipswich 
Crown Court was told on Friday. 

While none of the images were 
illegal or indecent, Owen’s 
possession of them meant he had 
breached a court order. 

The court heard Owen, of Rozel 
Court, Beck Row, was jailed for 
three years in 2007 for making 
and possessing indecent images 
of children and an indefinite 
order was made at the same time 
banning him from viewing or 
storing any images of under-18s. 

Robert Sadd, prosecuting, said 
officers paying the visit became

suspicious about how long it was 
taking Owen to answer the door. 

The police found a laptop 
Owen had tried to hide which 
contained the images. Checks 
revealed the pictures had been 
viewed on August 12 and 23 but 
no deliberate action had been 
taken to save them to the 
computer's memory. 

Owen pleaded guilty to two 
offences of being in breach of a 
sexual offences prevention order. 

Charles Judge, mitigating, said 
the images found were 
inoffensive and of the kind found 
in many family albums. 

The court heard Owen had 
inadvertently obtained them 
from emails sent to him in the 
course of running his business. 


Mr Judge said the offences had 
been a technical breach of the 
order and not the result of a 
deliberate act. 

Judge Peter Thompson said: 
“The images were harmless but I 
am still concerned that you were 
plainly hiding that laptop when 
the police came to call for a 
routine check at your home. 

“That means that you were 
behaving in a way that was at 
least very suspicious.” 

Judge Thompson made Owen 
the subject of a 12-month 
community order with a 
requirement to remain under 
Probation Service supervision for 
its duration. 

The judge also agreed to Mr 
Judge’s request for the wording of 
the sexual offences prevention 
order to be amended to avoid 
Owen again falling victim to a 
legal technicality.

Crackdown 
on speeding 
catches 700 

MORE than 700 drivers were caught 
speeding during a week-long crackdown 
in Suffolk. 

Suffolk Police’s SafeCam vans were 
deployed around the county between 
Monday, April 16 and Sunday, April 22, 
while officers from Suffolk Police’s roads 
policing unit stepped up checks and 
enforcement. 

Fixed cameras and the vans caught 
616 people while the rest were busted by 
patrolling officers. 

Sgt Paul Ward of the force’s casualty 
reduction team said: “During the 
campaign our officers have been 
working hard to highlight the issue of 
speeding through enforcement and 
education and drivers should know that 
there is never an excuse for flouting the 
speed limit. 

“Campaigns such as this see a 
heightened concentration on those 
speeding in the county but this remains 
a priority throughout the year and we 
will continue to crack down on those 
who drive at excessive speed. 

“Thirty people were killed on Suffolk’s 
roads last year and 20 in the previous 
year, and the role speed plays in both 
fatal and serious road traffic collisions 
cannot be underestimated. 

“It is a very simple message but a very 
important one - speed kills - and by 
targeting those who are speeding we 
hope we can save lives.” 

The force said speed was as a factor in 
six of the fatal road accidents in the 
county last year and it was cited as a 
contributor to just under a third of the 
deaths on Suffolk’s roads in 2010.

NINETEEN people arrested 
in dawns raids in the war 
against drug dealers have 
been released on police 
bail.

T^OPPY Nicholson 
L-^and her 
-L cockapoodle 
Maddy make a great 
welcoming 
committee. The 
schoolgirl opens the 
door, all smiles and 
polite handshakes, 
while the dog 
seemingly wags her 
entire body, before 
making a gift of a 
slightly soggy tennis 
ban. 

“She loves tennis balls,” 
laughs Poppy, 11. “In fact 
she’s obsessed with them: 
we’ve just had to buy her a 
whole new tube...” 

Maddy and Poppy have 
an exceptionally close bond. 
As well as being a much¬ 
loved pet, the cockapoo is a 
vital source of support to 
the little girl: Poppy is deaf- 
and Maddy is her hearing 
dog. 

“She does lots of things 
for me,” Poppy explains. 
“She jumps on my bed in 
the morning to wake me up, 
because I can’t hear the 
alarm; she fetches me when 
my mum calls; she can 
warn me about danger - 


Born three months premature, Poppy spent 
her first weeks fighting for her life; when she 
was two, her parents discovered she was 
deaf. But now her life has been transformed 
by a very special companion... 


like a fire alarm - by lying 
down on the floor. She’s 
really clever. 

“She’s also really fun and 
playful and loves cuddles. 
When you’ve got a hearing 
dog you’ve got a best friend, 
a friend who will always be 
there for you. 

“It’s a precious thing to 
have a hearing dog. In lots 
of ways it’s changed my life.” 

Poppy, who wears a pair 
of sparldy pink hearing aids, 
was diagnosed with 
moderate to severe hearing 
loss as a toddler. Before 
Maddy came along, two 
years ago now, she admits 
to struggling with certain 
things - most of all going to 
sleep. 

“When you take your 
hearing aids out at night it 
can make you feel quite 
isolated and a bit scared,” 
she explains. 

“I used to get up a lot in 
the night-time to make sure 
my parents were still there. I 
mean I knew they were 
there - that they wouldn’t 
have just left me! - but I’d 
get worried and have to 
check.” 


Now, with Maddy 
sleeping right beside her on 
the floor, Poppy knows she 
doesn’t have to worry: if 
anything goes bump in the 
night, her trusty hound will 
jump straight on the bed to 
alert her. 

Poppy, who lives in 
Fenstanton, was one of just 
12 hearing impaired 
children in the UK to take 
part in a trial run by the 
charity Hearing Dogs. 

The organisation has 
been training support dogs 
for deaf adults for 30 years; 
now, thanks to the success 
of the trial, it will be rolling 
out the programme for 
children too. 

“Having Maddy has made 
a huge difference not just to 
Poppy’s life but to all our 
lives,” says mum Olivia. 
“When the idea was first put 
to us I was scared of dogs 
and so was our little boy 
Henry: when we got Maddy 
he said ‘You’ve ruined my 
life. I’ll be scared to walk 
into my own house’. 

“But now he loves her; 
he’d do anything for her. 
She’s part of the family and

• Celebrating its 30th anniversary this 
year, Hearing Dogs for Deaf People is a 
registered charity that creates life¬ 
changing partnerships between deaf 
people and hearing dogs. 

Hearing dogs are trained to alert deaf 
people to household sounds and danger 
signals such as the alarm clock, 
doorbell and smoke alarm - providing 
life-changing independence, confidence 
and companionship. 

The distinctive burgundy jackets worn 
by hearing dogs when out in public are a 
clear indicator of an otherwise largely 
invisible disability which brings the 
recipient confidence and increased 
sense of security. 

Since its inception in 1982, Hearing 
Dogs for Deaf People has placed more 
than 1,600 hearing dogs. There are 
currently 750 working hearing dogs in 
the UK.

we can’t imagine life 
without her.” 

Bright, chatty and always 
smiling, Poppy is a lovely 
girl. Though you’d never 
guess it - especially 
watching her play with 
Maddy, patiently batting 
the dog’s beloved tennis 
balls down the garden to be 
fetched - she had an 
incredibly tough start in 
life: born very premature, 
she spent her first months 
fighting for survival. 

“She’s been through so 
much,” says Olivia. “I look 
at her now and think it’s 
amazing; things could have 
been so, so much worse. 
Just the fact she’s here is a 
kind of miracle...” 

At 19, Olivia was told she 
may never have children; 
describing herself as Very 
determined’, she referred 
herself for fertility 
treatment and eventually, 
in 2000, fell pregnant. 

But, as the weeks went 
by, her health deteriorated. 
At 27 weeks, she was 
rushed into hospital 
suffering from HELLP - a 
life-threatening 
complication of pre¬ 
eclampsia (the letters stand 
for Hemolysis - rupturing 
of red blood cells -, 

Elevated Liver enzymes, 
and Low Platelets). 

“I was retaining so much 
fluid my ankles were as big 
as my thighs,” remembers 
Olivia. “I was given steroid 
injections, to bring on the 
development of Poppy’s 
lungs, and managed to 
hold on for a couple more 
days. But then they had to 
do an emergency C- 
section.” 

Poppy was born 
weighing a tiny 21bs; Olivia 
says she was no bigger than 
the palm of her hand. 
Despite being very small, 
she seemed to be doing 
well. But then, at just three 
weeks old, everything 
changed. 

“She went downhill,” 
says Olivia. “She had a hole 
in her heart and also 
developed this condition 
called Staphyloccal Scalded 
Skin Syndrome, which was 
quite horrific: all her skin 
came off and we were 
warned she might get 
gangrene and lose limbs. 

“The doctors kept saying 


things like ‘gravely ill’ and 
‘critical list’, but we never 
gave up hope.” 

Constantly at Poppy’s 
crib-side while she was in 
intensive care, Olivia and 
husband Keith were told 
she could die. “We had her 
christened on the ward. 
That’s when Keith broke 
down; I’d never seen him 
cry before. I was on a lot of 
medication and I can 
remember feeling almost 
like I was out at sea, 
swaying in a little boat...” 

“I had a conversation 
with Poppy - sorry, I find it 
really hard to say this 
without crying,” continues 
Olivia, eyes filling with 
tears. “My tears were falling 
down on her tiny face. I 
said ‘If you give up now, I 
will understand. But if you 
can fight on, I promise 
you’ll have a lovely life’. And 
she just kept fighting on.” 

Finally allowed home 
after almost three months 
in hospital, still only 
weighing 31bs, Poppy found 
it hard to put on weight: as 
a result of being so 
premature, she suffered 
from stomach reflux; 
almost everything she ate 
came back up again. But, 
little by little, her health 
improved. 

Then, aged 2Vi, the 
hearing impairment was 
discovered. Among Poppy’s 
earliest memories is 
hearing birdsong for the 
first time after her aids were 
fitted. “I didn’t know what 
birds sounded like until 
then.” 

Although the aids have 
made an immeasurable 
difference, there are still 
things Poppy can’t hear 
even when she’s wearing 
them - like her mum 
calling her from the next 
room. 

In every other respect, 
Poppy soon caught up with 
her peers; her speech is 
flawless. But the 
Fenstanton Primary School 
pupil admits her deafness 
did affect her confidence. “I 
used to always wear my 
hair down to cover up my 
hearing aids; I just wanted 
to feel normal,” she 
explains. “But now I don’t 
worry about that at all.” 

“Maddy has made an 
enormous difference to her 


confidence,” says Olivia. “I 
used to notice that people 
wouldn’t talk to Poppy: 
they’d look to the hearing 
person she was with and 
talk to them. 

“Once a woman in a 
supermarket queue saw her 
hearing aids and said to me 
‘Oh, what a shame’; Poppy’s 
feelings were really hurt. 

“But Maddy is an ice 
breaker. People see her in 
her special Hearing Dogs 
coat, see Poppy holding the 
lead and immediately 
come up and ask her about 
the dog.” 

Thanks to a combination 
of her own single- 
mindedness and specialist 
treatment, Olivia went on 
to have a second baby, 
Henry, now 8: “I just had 
this gut feeling that 
everything would be OK 
second time around. And it 
was.” 

Like all hearing dogs, 
Maddy was rigorously 
trained for the role - and 
carefully matched with 
Poppy and her family. “We 
had to go to the training 
centre and do some exams 
too,” Poppy explains. “We 
still have to keep up her 
training now, so she doesn’t 
get slack! But she also 
needs plenty of playtime.” 
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Celebrating its 30th 
anniversary this year, 
Hearing Dogs has just 
launched the My Best 
Friend appeal to raise funds 
for more dogs to be trained. 
The dogs will go on to 
support both adults and 
children, like Poppy. 

Maddy, Poppy and her 
family have become 
ambassadors for the 
charity: so far this year 
they’ve met the Prime 
Minister, been featured in 
The Mail on Sunday and 
appeared on the Daybreak 
sofa (alongside Ed Balls and 
The Military Wives). Just 
before this interview began, 
a call came in from Blue 
Peter. 

“I love doing it. I feel 
privileged,” says Poppy. 
“Having a hearing dog can 
change a deaf person’s life 
by a million per cent. It 
gives you more confidence, 
it makes you feel safe - and 
it gives you a best friend.”

Star of stage and screen Nichola McAuliffe, best known as 
Sheila Sabatini in the sitcom Surgical Spirit, steps into the 
eccentric role of Alan Bennett’s Miss Shepherd for the UK tour of 
The Lady In The Van. She tells LAURA SILVERMAN about ‘doing’ 
and ‘being’ acting and the joys of ageing 


Hello Nicola. When did you first come 
across the play? 

I read The Lady In The Van - the book - 
years ago. I couldn’t remember much about 
it when we did the play last year at Hull 
Truck, but it didn’t matter because it meant 
I didn’t have any preconceptions about my 
character, Miss Shepherd. She’s as mad as a 
box of frogs, so to get into the part, I must 
accept her for who she is. 

Bennett is said to approve all the actors 
in the productions of his plays. Have you 
had any feedback from him? 

No, but I know Alan Bennett chose me 
from a shortlist and that’s lovely. I’m 
casting the third play I’ve written at the 
moment and I’m learning who has the final 
say on these things. I imagine somebody 
like Bennett can say who he’d like to have 
and that’s it: they get the part. 

How would you describe Miss Shepherd? 

From the outside, she looks like a tramp 
and behaves like a tramp: she lives in a van 
without a lavatory and she never washes. 


She’s not the sort of person you’d 
particularly want living in your garden. 

Why Bennett put up with her for 15 years 
was a mystery to him as much as to 
anybody else. But underneath, she’s 
extraordinary because she was a pianist of 
some quality. 

How do you think she ended up in a van 
on her own? 

In the play - and I think there is some truth 
in this - she had been involved a traffic 
accident. She couldn’t face the 
consequences, so she disappeared from 
society. 

She was mentally fragile all her life. She 
had gone to a fairly strict Catholic school 
and the hellfire aspect deeply affected her. 
Certainly in the play, the judgment and 
atonement angle is very strong. She is 
punishing herself. 

She also wanted to be a nun. The life that 
she leads is the substitute: denying herself 
comforts. But the logic and the sense that I 
find in her isn’t what you’d think of as 
ordinary. You’d say she’s mad. I don’t think 


she realises she’s eccentric at all. 

How do you play that lack of self- 
awareness? 

You don’t. There’s ‘doing’ acting and 
‘being’ acting. Doing acting is when you 
show emotions, and is particularly rife in 
soap acting. A performer rather than an 
actor does this. A performer is always 
telling the audience they know what it is 
that they’re presenting. 

‘Being’ acting is different. You don’t 
make a judgment on the character you’re 
playing. If you make judgments, you can’t 
allow an audience to understand that person 
because you’re filtering them through your 
own views. The best acting intrudes as little 
as possible. The moment you get in the way 
of acting it affects your character. You 
should never think consciously about each 
step you’re taking. 

When inexperienced or young actors 
stand in the wings hyperventilating before a 
show, really psyching themselves up, they 
take that energy on stage with them. That 
isn’t necessarily the energy of the part 


they’re playing. They’re getting in the way. 
The more experienced you get, the more 
you realise you shouldn’t get in the way. As 
an actor, it’s not about you. As a performer, 
it’s about you. 

Have you ever lived anywhere like Miss 
Shepherd’s van? 

I stayed overnight in a hut in a forest in 
Borneo once to see the monkeys. It was 
fairly horrific because there were some 
pretty nasty creepy crawlies living there, 
but I’m not that squeamish. The facilities 
weren’t great, but my approach is always: 
just roll your trousers up, get over yourself. 
I don’t particularly like smells of sewage, 
but I get over it. Miss Shepherd used a 
plastic bag as her lavatory and her aim got 
worse as she got older. 

Miss Shepherd isn’t the only eccentric 
you’ve played. How does she compare to 
Annie Wobbler, the bag lady created for 
you by Arnold Wesker in the early 80s? 

As a friend of mine said, that came in 
handy! Anni e Wobbler was a different 


kettle of fish. She was eccentric beyond 
belief, but her standards of hygiene were no 
different from anybody else’s. She wouldn’t 
have liked Miss Shepherd, she would have 
thought Miss Shepherd had let herself go. 
Annie had standards - she was potty in a 
different way. 

Miss Shepherd died aged 78, having 
known Bennett for 15 years. She is often 
described as old. Have your perceptions 
of age changed since playing her? 

I have an interest in Stage for Age now: an 
organisation in which people with a profile, 
such as actors, do work for Age UK. I’m 
still involved with it, but haven’t done that 
much recently. 

I think being old is a state of mind. Miss 
Shepherd isn’t old. I don’t think being in 
your 70s is especially old any more. I 
would say people have had a good innings 
when they’ve reached their late 80s, or 90s. 

I’m in my late 50s and do (exercise) 
classes most days. The lady who takes them 
is in her early 60s and takes several classes 
a day. She’s fitter than most of the 20 year- 
olds. They can’t even touch their toes. 

Is getting old something you worry 
about? 

I’ve never been pretty, so it’s not as if, as I 
get older, I’m losing anything. I’m seriously 
gaining! I know I’m being clocked in my 
swimming costume now and it’s a great 
feeling. People tend to think that something 
like bingo wings is inevitable as women get 
older, but you’re not going to have bingo 
wings if you’re doing tricep dips every day. 

I got a terribly sweet letter from four 
squaddies in Afghanistan asking whether I 
was a cougar. I had to write back saying: 
I’m ever so sorry, as far as I’m concerned, 
young men are like green bananas: a lot of 
roughage but not very much going on. I’ve 
always gone for older men and I still do. 
How sad I would find it if I were chasing 
after lads in their 20s?

T HE Osmonds have been 

entertaining us for more than 
half a century and, while the 
hysteria of their 70s peak may be 
long past, the band are still a big 
live draw, with their 50th 
anniversary tour a couple of years 
ago almost completely selling out. 

All good things must eventually come to 
an end, though, and the brothers are now 
undertaking their final - and biggest ever - 
UK tour, taking in Cambridge tonight. 

After getting their big break on TV’s The 
Andy Williams Show, the Utah siblings 
became massive worldwide stars. 

They scored massive hits with the likes of 
One Bad Apple, Let Me In, Crazy Horses and 
Love Me for a Reason, various members of 
the family went solo and, at one time, the 
charts included so many hits by different 
branches of the family - The Osmonds, 

Donny Osmond, Marie Osmond, Donny & 
Marie and Little Jimmy Osmond - it was a 
struggle for anyone else to get a look in. 

The Osmonds have sold over 100 million 
records and have garnered 59 - count ’em! - 
gold and platinum discs. 

“Little” Jimmy wasn’t part of the group 
back in their 70s heyday: he arrived on the 
scene in 1972 with the number one hit Long 
Haired Lover From Liverpool, but 20 years 
ago he decided to join them in touring. 

Jimmy says that Britain has a special place 
in his heart. 

“I’ve always been welcomed in whatever I 
do, whether it be singing or doing panto.” 

(He trod the boards in several Christmas 
shows - not to mention braving the jungle in 
I’m A Celebrity . . . Get Me Out of Here! a 
few years back). “Since the 70s, the UK has 
been amazing, not just to me but to all my 
brothers too.” 

And, of course, they have many fans here - 
though Jimmy doesn’t like to call them that. 

“They aren’t fans - they are all friends, 
and we don’t deserve them.” 

The line-up for this final UK tour is 


of brothers [& at 


Jimmy, Jay and Merrill; it was also scheduled 
to include Wayne, but he sadly suffered a 
recent stroke. 

The brothers haven’t really stopped 
performing in all this time: they are the 
longest running group in history with the 
same members, and it’s all down to the older 
brothers who made it happen. 

There have been times when different 
combinations of the group have toured, 
sometimes with four members and 
sometimes only three, but Jimmy says these 
fluctuations don’t affect the arrangements to 
any large degree. 

After a trio of top 20 hits, Jimmy seemed 
to disappear from the scene. “I never really 
stopped, actually. I performed a lot in Japan 
and then I got involved in other people’s 
careers, from Bon Jovi to Michael Jackson. 

“Then, about 20 years ago, I was thinking 
what I wanted to do and I wanted to get 
involved with my brothers again - after all, 
they had sacrificed a lot and pushed us 
younger ones forward.” 

When he scored his debut hit, the 
annoyingly catchy Long Haired Lover From 
Liverpool, Jimmy was reported as not 
knowing where Liverpool was. 


“It’s true that I had never been to 
Liverpool and didn’t know anything about 
it,” he laughs. “But I soon learned.” 

And despite recently celebrating his 49th 
birthday, he still has to sing the hit he had 
before he was 10 years old (he remains the 
youngest person to top the UK charts). 

“I learned a long time ago that you don’t 
mess with people’s memories. I left the song 
out of the set, but we were at Wembley Arena 
and the place erupted and I had to sing it - 
so basically it was a case of ‘just shut up and 
do your job’.” 

“Amazingly, it was the biggest selling UK 
hit for anything with The Osmonds’ name.” 

He is comfortable with it, though, and 
even jokes about it. A few years ago, when 
on tour with his brothers, Jimmy came to the 
front of the stage and said: ‘OK, let’s get it 
over with,’ and sang the song. 

Jimmy added: “The good thing is that 
people have allowed me to grow up. But this 
tour is really about my brothers.”

Going for the dry 


W HILE much of the 
country is now in 
official drought status 
and householders are being 
urged to use water wisely, there’s 
no better time to create a low- 
maintenance, low-cost gravel 
garden which isn’t going to 
demand masses of water or time 
to keep it looking good. 

Gravel gardens don’t have to look like 
desert-like areas with little interest. 
Indeed, many drought-tolerant plants 
provide plenty of colour. Deep red 
bergenias can be intermingled with 
white artemisias, dwarf mountain pines 
with pink-flowered Osteospermum 
juncundum. 

Carpeting stonecrops, such as Sedum 
‘Ruby Glow’ and ‘Vera Jameson’, 
provide colour to the gravel garden in 
the form of purple-tinged succulent 
leaves and crimson flowerheads from 
midsummer to autumn. 

They are drought-resistant, attractive 
to butterflies and look their best planted 
en masse in gravel gardens. 

Other good specimens planted in 
swathes include Sisyrinchium striatum 
‘Aunt May’, an upright plant with spiky 
leaves and creamy flowers, while the 
sword-like leaves of yuccas and 
phormiums provide architectural interest 
planted as single specimens or in small 
groups. 

Many herb garden plants, including 
thyme, sage, lavender and rosemary, are

drought-resistant and can look amazing 
in a gravel garden, while bulbs 
including crocosmia, agapanthus and 
allium will add colour and form to the 
scene. 

Think about good ground cover plants 
such as low-growing cistus varieties and 
vigorous alpines because they will cover 
the soil, keeping it cool and reducing 
water loss. 

Plants with silvery foliage and some 
grasses are good choices because the 
gravel drains excessive moisture away 
from their stems, yet keeps the roots 
cool and moist. Euphorbias also provide 
interest in the gravel garden even in the 
depths of winter. 

It’s important to prepare a new gravel 
garden carefully, breaking up compacted 
soil and incorporating plenty of organic 
matter to give the plants a good start in 
life. 

Many drought-tolerant plants prefer 
hot, sunny spots but they will still need 
some care while establishing, before 
they’re happy to cope with constantly 
dry conditions. 

You can place a membrane under the 


gravel to stop weeds coming up, but it’s 
easier to plant without a membrane as 
then you don’t have to cut through the 
fabric to put your new plants in. 

Once you have dug out the area, 
finish it off by raking the soil to an even 
level and then add a 5 cm (2in) layer of 
gravel over the surface. 

Ideally, gravel gardens should be 
planted in autumn to allow the plants to 
establish their roots in winter, but you 
can also go for spring planting, although 
you will probably have to water the 
plants for a couple of months while they 
settle in. 

If you are devoting your whole garden 
to gravel, plant intermittently, leaving 
large areas of gravel visible to create a 
more natural look, and add a few 
companion containers with permanent 
plants such as hardy evergreens, sinking 
the bottom of the pot into the gravel to 
encourage the plants to root through into 
the soil underneath. 

Try to ensure that the type of gravel 
you use is in keeping with the 
surrounding environment. Locally 
quarried pea shingle may be suitable, or 
alternatively slate may be used. If you 
have a seaside garden, large rocks or 
driftwood might be used as focal points. 

Gravel gardens really don’t have to be 
a haven of mediocrity - and for those 
with little time and even less water, they 
will come into their own if you work 
with the prevailing conditions rather 
than trying to introduce massive soil 
improvements and costly irrigation 
systems.

GT-R Track Pack treat 


COUNCILS in 
England slashed road 
safety budgets by an 
average of 15 per cent 
last year, according to 
figures out this week. 

The cuts compared with 
average reductions of just 
6 per cent for other council 
services, the statistics from 
the Institute of Advanced 
Motorists (IAM) showed. 

Based on replies from 81 
English councils, the 
statistics showed that cuts 
included reductions in 
rehabilitation courses for 
motoring offenders, train¬ 
ing and information for 
young drivers, safe routes 
to schools schemes and 
school crossing patrols. 

The IAM said spending 


on road safety saw huge 
variations, with Camden 
Council in London, for 
example, making cuts of 
more than 70 per cent. 

At the same time, neigh¬ 
bouring Islington Council 
increased funding for road 
safety and traffic manage¬ 
ment by £134,000. 

The IAM also said that 
spending on roads had 
varied as well. As many as 
30 councils had cut 
spending on road main¬ 
tenance by more than 10 
per cent, but generally, 
road maintenance fared 
well with an overall 
increase of 0.37 per cent. 

For example, Northum¬ 
berland Council cut road 
maintenance by 63 per 
cent, while Blackpool 


Council increased it by 34 
per cent. 

IAM chief executive 
Simon Best said: “Austerity 
is forcing councils to make 
difficult choices, but the 
fact that these cuts only 
represent the first year of 
savings under the 
coalition’s spending review 
is deeply worrying. Cutting 
road safety so hard makes 
no sense. 

“The average wage of a 
lollipop lady is £3,000 a 
year while the cost of each 
road fatality is £1.6 million. 
So the returns on invest¬ 
ment are huge.” 

Mr Best went on: “I’m 
also concerned that patchy 
spending on maintenance 
will not keep pace with our 
crumbling roads.”

channel cooling air over 
the rear discs. 

Track Pack also features 
special, stiffer suspension 
designed to optimise track 
performance. It will allow 
GT-R customers to 


achieve the perfect set-up 
at the track but, thanks to 
the special dampers, 
customers will be able to 
change the suspension for 
road-use at a flick of a 
switch. 

The changes that make 
up the Track Pack are not 
just under the shell, 
though. Inside the car 
loses rear seats but gains 
two track-ready front 
sports seats covered in 
what is affectionately 
referred to as ‘magic 
cloth’ by the father of GT- 
R, Kazutoshi Mizuno. The 
Track Pack also boasts 
special blue-on-grey 
sports seats made from 
fabric and leather. The 
high friction fabric is a 
special material that 
allows occupants to ‘stick’ 


to the seats during hard 
cornering and braking. 

A Track Pack emblem 
also sits on the dashboard 
helping to identify this 
special GT-R model, while 
more comfortable seat 
belts, an enhanced Bose 
audio system, and a rear¬ 
view camera are fitted as 
standard. 

Performance statistics 
remain unchanged to the 
‘standard’ 2012 GT-R. 

That means Track Pack 
customers will still be able 
to enjoy the GT-R’s 
542bhp power output, and 
a 0-62 time of just 2.8 
seconds.

Cambridge Lexus 
unveils the latest GS 


THE all-new Lexus GS sports 
saloon range was launched at 
Cambridge Lexus this week, 
writes Mike Scialom. 

Attendees were introduced to the new 
vehicle by operations director David Smith, 
who explained that the new hybrid had 
completed an exhaustive testing schedule 
which included 1,000,000 miles of road- 
testing, 2,000 hours “adjusting the speaker 
positions for optimal sound reproduction” 
and “five years designing the seats alone”. 

Priced from £32,995 for the GS 250 SE, 
the GS was conceived to showcase Lexus’ 
new design language, L-Finesse, also 
known as “crystallised wind”, which aims 
to be compared with “the very finest in 
contemporary art, architecture and 
design elements from Japan”. And it 
certainly impressed the 60-odd attendees, 
with the superb string quartet indubitably 
adding an artistic element which was, in 
any language, hugely pleasurable. 

On display at Cambridge Lexus’ 
Coldhams Lane showroom was one of 
only six GS models on display in Europe, 
of which two were made available for the 
UK. The F Sport certainly wowed the 
guests, who clearly noted that the boot - 
“55 per cent bigger” - can house four sets 


of golf clubs, and admired the fact that 
the new model delivers 20 per cent more 
power while using 23 per cent less fuel. 

The entry-level GS 250 SE is powered by 
a 206bhp (154kW) 2.5-litre V6 Dual WT-i 
petrol engine. The basic spec includes 17- 
inch alloy wheels, auto bi-xenon 
headlamps and windscreen wipers, LED 
daytime running lights and a rear-view 
camera with parking guide monitor. 
Cabin comfort is assured with leather 
upholstery, dual-zone climate control and 
electrically adjustable front seats (10-way, 
with memory setting for the driver’s seat) 
with heating and ventilation functions. 
The steering wheel is electrically 
adjustable, and incorporates paddle 
shifts.

Luxury grade also provides a 
new blind spot detection system 
integrated into the folding/auto-dimming 
door mirrors. 

F Sport versions of GS make a bolder 


style statement thanks to 19-inch rims, a 
boot-lip spoiler and sports-styled 
bumpers and front grille. In addition to 
the Luxury specification, the F Sport has 
bi-xenon headlights with an automatic 
high beam function, as well Lexus’s 
Adaptive Front-lighting System, which 
adjusts the beam direction as the car 
approaches bends and turns at junctions. 

The F Sport look carries through to the 
cabin with sports pedals and perforated 
leather-trimmed sports steering wheel 
and gear knob. The front sports seats 
boast 16-way for the driver, plus four-way 
lumbar support. 

The F Sport benefits from Adaptive 
Variable Suspension and selectable drive 
modes plus, on the 450h model, the Lexus 
Dynamic Handling System.

AutoChina 2012 is 
concept fans’ treat 


THE annual motor show carousel 
continues to turn and at present 
the world’s attention is turned to 
Beijing for Auto China 2012, 
writes Matt Joy. 

As far as production car debuts, 
the show has been relatively 
modest. Instead it has been 
packed to the roof with exciting 
concept cars that at the very least 
indicate road-going models that 
will appear in the coming months. 

But it is the way in which the 
Beijing show has grown in 
prominence over the last decade 
that is of the most significance. 

As with so many areas of 
production and consumption, the 
Chinese appetite for cars is 
growing -18 million new cars 
were registered in 2011, a 2.45 
per cent increase over the 
previous year. 

That vast market means the 
world’s manufacturers need to 


pay close attention and meet the 
specific requirements of its 
buyers. 

Crucially, the Chinese 
government insists that to build 
cars in China and therefore avoid 
punitive import taxes, manufac¬ 
turers must strike a deal with 
home-grown firms; hence 
automotive giants such as GM 
and Volkswagen have struck deals 
with Chinese firms such as SAIC 
and FAW. 

On the micro scale this might 
not appear to have an instant 
impact on the kind of cars that 
reach these shores. 

But with a market that could 
easily bust 20 million sales within 
10 years, the influence of the 
Chinese market will begin to be 
felt across the world. 

In this respect, looking to the 
future will start to mean looking 
towards the East.

Jarvis is so frustrated

OLIVER Jarvis said there were no 
hard feelings between himself 
and Stephane Ortelli after his Audi 
team-mate punted him off the track 
at Zolder, costing him valuable points 
in the GT1 World Championship.

The contact sent Jarvis spinning off 
the track and, while Ortelli went on to 
finish sixth, Jarvis was 10th. 

“I couldn’t believe that a team-mate 
could do something so stupid,” said 
Newmarket driver Jarvis. 

“He apologised after the race and 
I accepted it, but it doesn’t change 
the result. 

“We’re fine and the atmosphere in the 
team is still good, but it doesn’t change 
the fact we lost a lot of points. 

“We were in fifth position at the time 
and that would have been enough to 
put us second in the championship.” 

The incident topped off a 
disappointing weekend for Jarvis and 
the Belgian-based WRT team at their 
home race. 

Jarvis took the first stint in the 
opening race in first place and opened 
a commanding 11 sec lead. 

But a mix-up on the radio just before 
the pitstop meant Audi sent his 


co-driver Frank Stippler out on wets for 
the second stint. 

After losing several places, he had to 
pit again for slicks and was eventually 
11th, with Ortelli andVanthoor 12th. 

“We would have won that race 
comfortably,” said Jarvis. “To have 


thrown away our first win in the 
championship and a great opportunity 
is really frustrating.” 

In race two, the Audis gambled on 
slick tyres in wet conditions, but the it 
backfired and Stippler and Vanthoor 
dropped down the field. 


After the driver changeover, Jarvis and 
Ortelli both moved up the field on slicks 
and were well placed until the incident 
that saw Jarvis spin off the track. 

Jarvis and Stippler are fifth in the 
championship, 17 behind leaders Ortelli 
andVanthoor who have 41 points.

Pit crew earns Huff praise as he claims win 


ROB Huff climbed up to second in the World 
Touring Car Championship after securing his 
first win of the season at the Slovakiaring. 

The Newmarket driver took the chequered 
flag in the second of yesterday’s two races 
having been forced to retire from the first. 

And he dedicated the win to his pit crew 
after the team battled to prepare his car in 
time for the second race. 

“I have the most amazing group of lads in 
the Chevrolet team and RML,” he said. 

“They’re just incredible. We had to 
change the front suspension and realign all 
the cambers and toes as we took a bit of a 
beating in race one. 

“We got out of the pit lane with 30 
seconds to spare and got the car on the 
grid with 10 seconds to spare. 

“It was a fantastic effort boys and that 
one is for you because that was really 
hard work.” 

Huff had to fend off a strong challenge 
from championship leader and team-mate 
Yvan Muller for almost the entire race after 
the pair eased past pole-sitter Stefano 
D’Aste on the opening lap. 

“Yvan was very quick into turn one but I 
pulled a good gap on him every lap through 
nine,” continued Huff. 

“He had one go up the inside into turn one 
but I had it covered. That was my first 
chance of a win this year and I wasn’t going 
to let it go lightly.” 

Fellow Chevrolet driver Alain Menu 
was forced out of the second race with 
a puncture. 

It had looked like being a miserable 


weekend for Huff after the first race. He was 
forced off the track following an incident 
with James Nash and Tiago Monteiro and 
although he initially continued down in 15th 
place, he eventually retired to the pits 
where the crew frantically started working 
on his car in preparation for race two. 


The only consolation for Huff was that 
Muller also finished outside the points, the 
Frenchman coming home in 11th after 
being given a drive-through penalty for 
pushing Norbert Michelisz into a spin while 
challenging for third place. 

SEAT driver Gabriele Tarquini took the win 


with Aleksei Dudukalo second and Menu 
third. But Menu’s misfortune in race two 
means Huff’s victory took him to second 
place in the championship. 

He is one point ahead of his Swiss rival 
and 26 behind Muller who leads the 
standings on 148.

lamie Spencer has been booked to 
ride Bronterre, whose stablemates 
Coupe De Ville and Redact will be 
ridden by Dane O’Neill and lim 
Crowley respectively. Richard Hughes 
rides Trumpet Major. 

“Trumpet Major is the form horse 
going into the race, but they are two 
very good horses (Trumpet Major and 
Bronterre) and there’s not a lot 
between them at home,” added 
Hannon jnr. 

Alan McCabe admits Caspar 
Netscher will be heading into 
“unknown territory” on Saturday. 

A son of Dutch Art, who finished 
third to Cockney Rebel in the 2007 
renewal, Caspar Netscher was one of 
the success stories of last season. He 
landed the Gimcrack and Mill Reef in a 
busy juvenile season. 

On his only previous attempt at a 
mile he finished eighth from a bad 
draw in the Breeders’ Cup luvenile 
Turf, but proved he had trained on 
when lowering the colours of Bronterre 
in the Greenham.
